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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 

Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1967  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  remained 
at  a satisfactory  level. 

Whilst  work  continues  to  proceed  on  sewerage  and  water  schemes 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  scheme  for  Johnstown  has  been 
completed  and  is  operating  satisfactorily.  There  is  still  an  urgency 
about  the  other  schemes  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  their  comm- 
encement is  expected  in  the  very  near  future. 

I regret  once  more  to  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  facilities  for 
the  sale  of  cooked  meats  in  the  Provision  Market  and  I cannot  stress 
too  strongly  the  need  for  immediate  action. 

1 wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my  staff 
and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
Council  for  the  whole-hearted  manner  in  which  they  have  supported 
me.  I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  help.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  comprises  the  Parish 
of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is  essentially 
an  urban  one  although  the  outskirts  of  the  town  still  remain 
essentially  rural  in  character. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough;  it  is  the  county  town  of  Carmar- 
thenshire and  an  important  agricultural  centre.  With  its  modern 
cattle  market  and  situated  in  an  area  designated  as  free  from  bovine 
tuberculosis  it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing  centre  for 
West  Wales.  Only  attested  cattle  are  sold  in  this  market  which  is 
one  of  the  foremost  cattle  markets  in  the  country.  The  main  market- 
ing days  are  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  but  frequently 
marts  are  also  held  on  other  days.  On  an  adjoining  site,  but  totally 
separate  from  the  attested  cattle  market  site,  there  is  a store  cattle 
mart  and  a mart  for  sheep,  pigs  and  calves.  In  addition  a produce 
market  is  held  on  two  days  a week,  namely  on  a Wednesday  and 
Saturday. 

From  its  geographical  situation,  and  particularly  due  to  its  pre- 
dominant agricultural  outlook,  Carmarthen  does  not  appear  to 
attract  industrial  development.  Any  industrial  development  must  of 
necessity  be  associated  with  agriculture,  hence  the  large  milk  factory 
of  the  Unigate  Creameries  Limited  established  within  the  Borough 
boundary.  I am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Factory  for  the 
following  information: — 

‘Total  milk  supplies  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1967 
was  well  up  on  the  previous  year  and  1967  saw  the  highest  ever 
ex  farm  intake  recorded  at  Johnstown. 

The  number  of  personnel  employed  at  the  factory  has  remained 
constant  both  in  respect  of  total  numbers  and  the  split  between 
male  and  female.  Continued  use  is  made  of  the  excellent  facilities 
at  Pibwrlwyd  Rural  Technical  College  for  training  purposes  and 
this  College  is  now  being  used  by  the  Unigate  Group  for  the  train- 
ing of  personnel  from  without  the  immediate  catchment  area. 

Rather  more  milk  was  manufactured  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year — our  main  products  being  butter  and  the  packing 
of  pure  Welsh  Butter,  milk  powder  and  cereal  puddings. 

The  establishment  has  continued  to  supply  liquid  milk  to  the 
consuming  centres  in  South  Wales  and  as  requested  to  the  London 
area.  Quality,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  compared 
favourably  with  the  previous  years.’ 

The  principal  occupations  of  the  town  residents  are  associated  with 
agriculture,  shops,  offices,  garages  and  commercial  firms.  British 
Railways  still  provide  some  employment  but  in  a very  much  less  way 
than  formerly. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the 
West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in 
the  County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelli,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili  and 
both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 
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Home  Nursing 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  five  whole-time  district  nurses 
employed  in  Carmarthen  Combined  area  which  covers  the  Borough 
and  part  of  the  Rural  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels: — Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea;  The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also 
the  St.  David's  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  Clinics,  where  free  treatment  may  be  obtained 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence,  were  held  at  the  West 
Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen. 

These  clinics  were  held  as  follows : — 

Males  First  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month— 4.30  p.m. — 6.30  p.m. 
Females  First  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

However,  in  1968  a re-arrangement  is  to  take  place  and  the  times 
of  the  clinics  will  in  the  future  be: — 

Males  and  Females — First  and  third  Friday  in  each  month — 2 p.m. 
to  6.  p.m. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

As  in  former  years  careful  watch  was  maintained  on  the  bacteriol- 
ogical standards  of  the  town’s  water  supply.  Numerous  samples  were 
taken  at  varying  points  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one,  all  the  samples  were  satisfactory.

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The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as  follows : — 

Water  Supply 

(a)  Supplies  have  been  satisfactory,  in  general,  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

(b)  A programme  of  cleaning  and  lining  mains  is  in  hand  and 
renewals  will  be  made  where  necessary. 

(c)  Number  of  houses  supplied  (estimated)  4,050;  Population 
supplied  direct  (estimated)  12,800;  Stand  pipes  (estimated)  200. 

(d)  Schemes  are  in  preparation  for  a new  trunk  main  to  reinforce 
supplies  to  the  higher  zones  of  the  town  and  also  to  the  Glangwili 
Hospital.  The  Carmarthen  Water  Scheme  (Penlanffos  Reservoir) 
has  been  brought  into  operation.  The  Towy  Water  Scheme  is  now 
showing  signs  of  progress. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Johnstown  Sewerage  and  Disposal  Scheme  is  now  operating 
successfully.  Plans  are  well  advanced  for  stage  111  which  will 
remove  the  Bronwydd  Road  area  effluent  from  the  river  to  the  treat- 
ment works.  The  Trevaughan  Sewerage  Scheme  should  commence 
in  the  near  future. 

Housing 

Wauniago  Housing  Estate  Stage  1 1 1 is  nearly  complete  and  prov- 
ides 98  dwellings.  Design  of  a further  scheme  at  Jobs  Well  is  about  to 
start  and  should  provide  about  80  dwellings. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  simultaneously  proceed  with  a scheme 
at  Woods  Row  which  may  include  flats.

During  the  year  two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  as  compared  with  five  in  1966. 

One  death  from  the  disease  occurred  and  this  was  of  a female  aged 
77  years. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  made  forty-six 
visits  to  the  town  and  examined  2,067  persons  of  whom  1,578  were 
volunteers  from  the  general  population. 

The  Unit  visited  the  town  on  Tuesdays  and  was  situated  outside  the 
Malt  House  in  John  Street.  It  was  available  to  the  general  public 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  and  2 p.m.  to  5.30  p.m. 

However,  I have  been  informed  that  visits  of  this  Unit  to  the  town 
will  be  very  much  curtailed  in  the  future. 

Special  surveys  at  Trinity  College  and  St.  David’s  Hospital  were 
carried  out  by  the  Unit.

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act 

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  called  for  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  Council  during  the  year.  However,  an  application  is  still  being 
made  every  three  months  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an 
extension  of  an  Order  in  respect  of  an  aged  person  who  was  removed 
to  an  Institution  in  1953. 

Caravan  Sites: 

The  total  number  of  registered  sites  in  the  Borough  is  six.  Two  are 
in  the  process  of  being  run  down,  and  a third  will  probably  follow 
the  same  course  due  to  its  development  as  a housing  site.  It  is  again 
stressed  that  a municipally  owned  site  should  be  set  up  principally 
for  touring  vans  passing  through  the  town  on  the  way  to  the  West. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963: 

Inspections  of  premises  which  come  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act  have  proceeded  during  the  year,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  a more  rapid  rate  of  progress  in  carrying  out  these 
inspections  has  been  possible  now  that  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  has  been  with  the  Department  since  November,  1966. 

The  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  (including  general  inspection) 
to  registered  premises  during  the  year  was  291.  Some  minor  con- 
traventions were  observed  during  the  inspections  and  these  consisted 
principally  of  lack  of  First  Aid  Kits  and  Thermometers.  The  owners 
or  occupiers  concerned  were  instructed  to  obtain  these  items  to 
bring  their  premises  completely  within  the  requirements  of  the  above 
Act.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  throughput  at  the  Borough  Abattoir  shows  a slight  decrease 
as  compared  with  1966,  but  the  need  of  a new  modern  slaughterhouse 
still  remains  so  as  to  ensure  the  efficient  working  of  the  large  through- 
put. 

Meat  inspection  gave  rise  to  considerable  extra  work  for  a part  of 
the  year  particularly  in  view  of  the  departure  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
Manager  who  was  a qualified  Meat  Inspector.  The  new  Slaughter- 
house Manager  is  not  qualified  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  and 
therefore  all  the  meat  inspection  in  the  future  will  be  the  sole  res- 
ponsibility of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,

The  bottle  of  Sterilized  Milk  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
after  receiving  a complaint  in  respect  of  it  from  the  purchaser.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  and  the  magistrates  imposed  a fine  of 
£8,  plus  £2/1/6  costs,  on  the  dairy  company  concerned. 

In  the  case  of  the  bottle  of  Untreated  Milk  reported  to  be  un- 
satisfactory on  account  of  the  presence  of  blood,  the  discolouration 
of  the  milk  due  to  the  blood  was  not  very  pronounced  and  after 
giving  careful  consideration  to  all  the  circumstances,  it  was  decided 
to  issue  a warning  to  the  producer-retailer  concerned. 

The  above  38  milk  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to 
be  free  from  any  traces  of  antibiotics.

The  Fruit  Sauce  was  the  subject  of  a complaint  by  a purchaser  who 
did  not  wish  to  appear  in  Court.  A formal  sample  subsequently 
taken  from  the  same  consignment  proved  to  be  genuine.  No  further 
action  could  be  taken  and  the  manufacturers  were  warned. 

Canned  Sausages  in  Pork  Stock.  This  was  an  imported  product 
and  the  contents  of  the  can  had  become  putrid  due  to  improper 
sealing  or  subsequent  damage.  The  purchaser  could  not  remember 
the  date  of  purchase.  Formal  samples  were  taken  subsequently 
from  cans  bearing  the  same  code  markings  and  these  were  reported 
to  be  in  a sound  condition.  After  giving  careful  consideration  to  the 
observations  of  the  manufacturers  and  their  subsidiary  company  in 
this  country,  it  was  decided  not  to  take  legal  action  but  to  issue  a 
warning. 

Warnings  were  also  issued  to  the  manufacturers  of  the  remaining 
three  samples  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  after  all  the  circumstances 
had  been  thoroughly  investigated. 

Alcoholic  Spirits 

Five  informal  samples  of  Whisky  were  purchased  at  licensed 
premises  and  were  tested  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Officers.  All  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  genuine.
